Offices of the Government of India not participating

3. A candidate must be either : — 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Sikkim or 

(c) a subbject of Nepal, or 

(d) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(e) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India before 
the 1st January, 1962, with the intention of per- 
manently settling in India, or 

(f) n person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan, Burma, Ceylon and East African countries 
of Kenya, Uganda and the United Republic of Tan- 
zania (formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar) with the 
intention of permanently settling in India.

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5. (a) A candidate for this examination musL have attained 
die age oi 20 years and must not have attained the age of 24 
years on the 1st January, 1 972 i.e„ he must have been born 
not earlier than 2nd January, 1941! and not later than IsL 
January, 1952. 

Provided that a candidate who was born earlier than 2nd 
January, 1948 but not earlier than 2nd January, 1947, shall 
also be eligible for admission to this examination, this 
relaxation would be admissible fo ■ the examination to be 
held in 1972 only.

(iv) up to a maximum of five years if a candidate is a 
resident of the Union Territory of Pondicherry and 
has received education through the medium ot 
French at some stage; 

tv) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a 
bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from Ceylon 
and has migrated to India on or alter 1st November,

(3) On conclusion of the period of probation, the Gov- 
ernment may confirm the probationer in his appointment or, 
if his work or conduct has in the opinion of Government, 
been unsatisfactory he may either be discharged from the 
service or his period of probation may be extended for such 
further period as Government may think fit. 

(4) Assistants recruited to the AFHQ Civil Service will 
be posted lo one of lhe Service Headquarters or Inter- 
Service Organisations participating in the AFHQ Civil Service 
Scheme.
